NO BINDING RESOLUTION 
TAKEN BY THE CAUCUS 


Instead There Was a Personal 
Poll, Each Senator Stand- 
ing Up and Stating His At- 
titude on the Measure. 


Washington, July 7.—Forty-seven 
democratic senators stood up in the 
party caucus one by one late today and 
declared their intention to vote for the 
Underwood-Simmons tariff revision 
bill as finally approved by the caucus 
a few minutes previously. 

Two senators, Ransdell and Thorn- 
ton, of Louisiana, d that they 
would not make such p: _ mises because 
of the proposal té place sugar on the 
free list in 1816. 

Senators Hitchcock, of Nebraska, 
and Culberson, of Texas, were absent. 
but both are known to be in favor of 
the bill. . ! 

This gives the democrats forty-nine 
votes for the bill, or a slender major- 
ity of one, with the vote of the vice 
president to fall back on in an emer- 
gency. 

An absolute binding resolution was 
not adtpted, the poll by individuals be- 
ing substituted, and that poll was put 
only on the ground of personal promise 
and was not made binding. A resolu- 
tion was adopted, however, declaring 
the Underwood-Simmons bill a party 
measure, and urging its undivided sup- 
port without amendment, unless such 
should be submitted by the committee. 
Senator Newlands, of Nevada, cast the 
only vote against this resolution, but 
Senators Shafroth, of Colorado, Rans- 
dell and Thornton did not vote. 

Text of Resolution. 

The resolution was as follows: 

“Resolved, That the tariff bill agreed 
to by this conference, in its amended 
form, is declared to be a party measure 
and we urge its undivided support as 
a duty by democratic senators without 
amendment. Provided, however, that 
the conference of the finance commit- 
tee may, after reference or otherwise, 
propose amendments t¢ the bill.” 

Senator Kern, chairman of the cau- 
cus, Chairman Simmons, of the finance 
committee, who have fought hard for 
the measure, and other administration 
leaders, expressed entire satisfaction 
over the outcome and declared their 
confidence that enough votes were per- 
sonally pledged to assure the passage 
cf the measure with free woo] and free 
sugar included. 

It became at once apparent when the 
caucus convened,that a resolution which 
would would bind members absolutely 
to the bill without amendment was dis- 
tasteful to many senators. The reso- 


lution therefore was modified and pre- | 


sented in the form of a party declara- 
tion. Before this was put to a vote 
the mction was made that senators be 
asked flatly as to their intention re- 
garding the measure and this was 
agreed to. The roll was then called. 
Louisiana Senators Balk. 

On this roll call the Louisiana sena- 
tors stated that it was not their in- 
tention to support the bill without 
amendment. Senator Newlands said 


that-he had not definitely made up his | 


mind as to certain amendments he 
might urge, but in the end it was his 
intention to stand by the party meas- 
wre. Senator Shafroth explained that 
he did nct want to be bound to sup- 
port the bill, but that it was his pres- 
ent intention to vote for it. <All the

It does not hit 
at the nimble equestrienne of the cir- 
cus, but if the temperament of Atlan- 
ta’s council can be taken as an indica- 
tion, the ordinance will be made ag 
drastic as possible. 

Alderman James W. Maddox would 
even go further than the ordinance! 

He made it plain in a few brief re- 
‘marks on the immodesty of women that 
jhe would have the ordinance so amend- 
ied as to prohibit women wearing the 
new fangled slit or “See More’ gowns 
on the gtreets. 

Eliminate Cheap Comedies. 

Apparently, it is the aim of the Car- 
negie trustees to eliminate cheap com- 
edies in the picture shows. Several 
members of council declare that they 
will oppose the ordinance if it will 
have the tendency to destroy grand 
opera productions. On the other hand, 
managers of the vaudeville theaters 
declare that the ordinance is discrim- 
inatory, that it prohibits women ap- 
pearing in tights in some theaters and 
allows it in others. 

Recently, council adopted an ordi- 
nance authorizing the trustees of the 
library to act as censors over vaude- 
ville houses and picture shows. The 
ordinance which the trustees have ask- 
ed council to adopt is for the purpose 
of forming a basis upon which the 
censors can work. Under it, the cen- 


sors can stop smutty jokes, and order 
the managers to cut out of any per- 
formance any jest or story which they 
think might offend.

Washington, July 7—(Special)—The 
activity of the department of justice 
in establishing alleged 
inquiry. The resolution asks for in- 
Kimory Speer in a recent address before

injuiry. The resolution asks for in- 
formation as to what these. secret 
agents are doing and how many of 
them are being employed. 

Mr. Works stated that when the re- 
Ply of Mr. McReynolds, the attorney 
general, ig received, he wiil 
something further to say about the 
activity of department secret spies, 
agents and examiners. He will With- 
}hold any further criticism of the gov- 
ernment’s system of espionage, how- 
' ever, until he gets the facts called for 
in his resolution. 

While admitting that his action was 
the immediate result of Judge Speer's 
speech, Senator Works said there have 
been other complaints of excessive 
zeal on the part of agents of the de- 
partment of justice during the last 
few years which he thovght required 


a full report from the attorney gen- 
eral of all such activity during the 
last five years. This will include the 
administration under Attorney Gen- 
eral. Wickersham as well as under 
Mr. McReynolds. : 

The Works resolution is as follows: 

“Whereas, it is openly and publicly 
charged that the department of jus- 
tice has established and is now main- 
taining a system of investigation and 
espionage over courts and judges of 
the country, and the spies, inspectors 
or agents of some kind are being sent 
out by said department to secretly 
spy upon, investigate and report on 
the conduct of such courts ang judges; 
now, therefore 

“Be it resolved, That the attorney 
general be and he is hereby instructed 
to inform the senate what inspectors 
or other agents are appointed by him 
or his department to investigate and 
report upon the conduct and proceed- 
ings of any of the courts or judges 


ties performed by them and 
them and under what law they are ap- 
pointed, what instructions are given 
them; the rules and regulations under 
which they act; what judges have 
been under investigation during the 
past five years by agents or otherwise,

GROPS ARE BETTER 
THAN LAST SEASON, 
SAY LEGISLATORS 


Will Push Record Made Dur- 
ing 1911, Declare Represen- 
tatives of a Number of 
Georgia Counties. 


LACK OF RAIN PROVING 


Noticeable Movement Over 
State to Get Away From 
“Only Cotton” Idea, and 
Other Crops Get Chance. 


From the reports of crep conditions 
about the state gathered from Georgla 
legislators now in session, this year’s 
production will’ be far and away bet- 
ter than that of last year and will 
push the record of the year before, 
which was one of bumper crops. 

The lack of rain seems to have con- 
stituted the greatest handicap to 
farmers so far.. Most crops are a Iit-

tle late and cotton in some parts of 
the state is of irregular stand. 

There is a very noticeable movement 
among the farmers all over the state 
to get away from the old idea of cot- 
ton, and nothing but cotton, by diversti- 
fying their creps. They believe that 
Georgia dirt can produce anything 
that has roots, and prospects are bet- 
ter this year than heretofore for a 
more diversified crop which will make 
the state, generally speaking, more 
self-supporting. 

Good Crops Reported. 

This is what the legislators have to 
say: 

Representative Clarke of Dougher- 
ty: “The farmers of my county are in 
fine spirits over the crop outlook for 
this year. Cotton, corn and pecans 
are all much better than they were at 
the corresponding period last year. 
The outlook for pecans is particularly 
good. This crop is fast growing in 
importance and is destined to be, in 
my opinion, the most important money 
in southwest Georgia.” 

Representative Dodd of Bartow: 
“Crop conditions In my county are 
about as promising as I have ever 
seen them at this season of the year. 
There are some dry spots, but, takinx 
the county over, the outlook is much 
better than it was last year. In the 
northern part of the couftty, cotton 
is small, but in the Taylorsville and 
Stilesboro districts, it is forward 
enough. Corn is above the average.” 

Representative Holtzclaw of Hous- 
ton: “We have a much better promise 
of a successful crop in Houston than 
we had at this time last year. The 
weather conditions have been favor- 
able to working the crop, as they were 
not a year ago. Cotton is in good 
condition, clear of grass, and corn 
is looking fine.’ 

Representative Wall of Elbert: 
“The farmers are not jubilant, but 
they are in very much better spirits 
over the crop. outlook this year than 
they were last. Cotton is small, but 
the plant is healthy and it has been 
well worked. With favorable seasons 
from now on, I see no reason why we 
should not make a good average cot- 
ton crop. Corn is fine, considerably

GEN. RIVA dnl 
IN HAVANA DUEL 
BY GOV. ASBERT 


Cuban Chief of Police and 
Governor of Havana Provy- 
ince Fight Over Raid on 
Gambling Club. 


OUTBREAK IS FEARED 
AS RESULT OF TRAGEDY 


Fight Occurred in Crowded 
Prado and Three Bystand- 
ers Were Shot—Asbert Re- 
sented Raid on His Club. 


Havana, Juhy 7.—General Armando 
Riva, chief of the national police, was 
shat and mortally wounded during a 
pistol fight this evening in the most 
crowded portion of the Prado. *° 

General Ernesto Asbert, governor, of 
Havana province, Senator Vidal Morales 
and Representative Arias were involved 
in the fighting which was the out- 
come of a raid made by General Rivas 
Saturday night on the Asbert club 
when a large number of members were 
caught gambling. They were arrest- 
ed and sentenced to a heavy fine. 

Governor Asbert complained to Fres- 
ident Menocal, who, it is understood, 
suStained the action of the police. Gen- 
eral Riva, While driving this evening 
with his two young sons, stopped his 
carriage in front of the Asbert club 
and caused the arrest of the door- 
keeper for illegally carrying a revolver, 

How Tragedy Occurred. 

Asbert, Morales and Arias arrived 
in an automobile about the same time 
and a heated dispute arose. Insults 
were exchanged, and all alighted, ad- 
vancing in a threatening manner. 

According to the stories of witness- 
es, Asbert and Morales opened fire, 
General Riva falling with a bullet in 
his head and another in his abdomen. 
Seeing their chief fall, several police- 
men ran to tne rescue and opened fire, 
but Asbert and his friends re-entered 
their car and departed at full speed 
in the direction of Marianao. 

General Riva’s coachman was shot 
three times and two by-standers re- 
ceived bullets. The Prado was crowd- 
ed with promenaders, including many 
women and children. 

General Riva was taken to a hospital 
where he made a statement that he was 
shot by Governor Asbert. An opera- 
tion was then performed, but he is not 
expected to survive. A warrant has 
been issued for the arrest of Asbert 
and his companions. 

Intense Excitement in City. 

The tragedy has caused the most in- 
tense excitement throughout the city. 
All political clubs were ordered closed. 
Central Park and the Prado were pa- 
trolled by squads of police, who pre- 
vented any assembling of groups. A 
strong force of rurales is being held in 
reserve. 

General Riva ts an officer of the 
regular army. He was appointed chief 
of the national police by President Go- 
mez and re-appointed by President Me- 
nocal. He is considered an efficient 
and fearless officer. Some fears are 
entertained lest friends of General Riva 
attempt to wreak vengeance on Gen- 
eral Asbert. 

Immediately after the shooting Gov- 
ernor Asbert and his companions hast- 
ened to the country residence at Mari- 
anao of President Menocal to whom 
they made a statement, the purport of 
which, however, has not been given 
out. Then the governor and his 
friends returned to Havana and sur- 
rendered themselves to a magistrate, 
by whom they were detained. 


MORE ATTENTION GIVEN: 
CATTLE THAN CHILDREN 


President Fairchild So Charges 
in Attacking the School 
System. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, July 7.—The 
address of President Edward T. Fair- 
child, who recommended radical re- 
organization, and the report of the 
committee on health problems, which 
charged that more attention was given 
to cattle than children, attracted in- 
terest at the National Educational as- 
sociation here today. 

President Fairchild recommended ad- 
visory council of three persons, two 
to serve for a term of years, the third 
member to be the president of the asso- 
Clation. He declared this reorganiza- 
tion necessary because the. association 
lacks continuity of action. 

The investigation into the neglect of 
the moral and physical health of school 
children will be pursued further. 

“In many sections of the country 
the average rural school house in re- 
lation to its purpose is not as well 
kept or as healthful as a good stable, 
dairy barn, pig pen or chicken house,”’ 
declared Dr. Thomas D. Wood, of Co- 
lumbia university. 

Dr. R. W. Corwin, of the University 
of Colorado, said that 15,000,000 school 
children in the United States are dis- 
eased.

MAY MEET TODAY 


Attorney Chappell, Who Seeks 
Release of Night Watchman 
Through Habeas Corpus, 
Wants [Them as Witnesses. 


Leo M. Frank, superintendent of the 
National Pencil factory, now under in- 
dictment for the murder of Mary Pha- 
San, a 16-year-old employee, and 
James Conley, the negro ‘sweeper, 
whose affidavits state that he aided 
Frank in disposing of the body, will 
face each other today for the first 
time since the crime was committed, 
according to Bernard L, Chappell, at- 
torney- for Newt. Lee, the negro night 
watchman, whom Attorney Chappell 
States he will try to release through 
a habeas corpus. 

Efforts to have Frank brought face 
to face with the negro who swears 
that he was hired by Frank to take 
the girl’s body to the basement where 
the night watchman carried the police 
on the morning of April 27, have been 
made from time to time by Detective 
Chief Newport Lanford, who declared 
that Conley was anxious to confront 
the man whom he accuses. 

Take Advantage of Law. 

Each time Frank’s attorneys have 
taken advantage .of the law which 
allows their client to be 
from seeing anyone whom he does not 
care to see, and the meeting has never 
taken place, 

Attorney Chappell, who stated sev- 
eral days ago that he intended to 
bring a habeas for the release 
of Lee, who was arrested on the 
morning that the body was found and 
who was later ordered held by the 
coroner’s jury for the grand jury, an- 
nounced Monday night that he would 
enter court today for that purpose. 

“Frank, who was bound over at the 
time that the negro was, has been in- 
dicted for murder,” stated Mr. Chap- 
pell, “but Lee has been passed over 
by two grand juries, and that in itself 
is sufficient to justify his being re- 
leased on a habeas corpus. They can’t 
hold him indefinitely. 

Want Two Men in Court. 

“Tl will ask the court for an order 
today,” ane continued, “to have Frank 
and Conley brought into court to 
testify at the hearing of the habeas 
corpus. I need the Aestimony of these 
two men and the court cannot refuse 
my request.” ° 

Attorney Chappell declared that he 
wanted the sworn testimony of both 
the factory superintendent and the 
negro sweeper to go on record. He 
asserted that both of them would 
have to swear that Lee had nothing to 
do with the crime, while by the evi- 
dence of the former he would explain 
in a legal way .Lee’s presence in the 
‘building at the time he found the 
body. 

“Should an attempt ever be made in 
the future to place the crime upon 
Lee,”” he declared, “then I would have 
the sworn testimony of two men who 
are now involved in the case and who 
‘acknowledge that they were 
building on the day the crime was 
committed, to the effect that Lee is 
innocent.” z 

Dorsey Has Nothing to Say. 

Solicitor General Hugh M. Dorsey 
when told of the attempt to free Lee 
declined to make a statement in re- 
gard to the affair. It is believed that 
the policy of the state would be to 
hold Lee in custody and he is expected 
to make a hard fight before allowing 
Lee to be released. | 

By means of the night watchman 
the state hopes to bring out damaging 
evidence in regard to Frank, and in 
case the court should grant the habeas 
corpus it is believed that the solicitor 
will demand that he be held as an im- 
portant witness. 

In case of this demand, Attorney 
Chappell declared that he would seek 
Lee’s release upon bond. 

Attorney Chappell added that he in- 
tended at first to bring the writ of 
habeas corpus last week, but that a 
change in his firm had delayed mat- 
ters. 

It was learned that he has formed 
a partnership with Charles C. Gra- 
ham, a well-Known attorney, who has 
been associated with Attorneys Daley 
& Chambers, and that they will open 
offices today in the Temple Court 
building under the firm name of Gra- 
ham & Chappell. 

Both the partners in the new firm 
are expected to be in court to fight 
the habeas corpus for Lee. 

The men who compose the new firm 
are both well known here.

ARRESTS FOLLOW 
VICE CONFESSION 


Lena Barnhart and Negro 
Bell Boy in Toils of Law 
and Other Cases Will Be 
Made. 


The arrest of Lena Barnhart, a gooi 
looking woman of 22, in connection 
with the charges of Hattie Smith, the 
17-year-old “girl of the streets,” who 
poured a sensational story of vice con- 
ditions into police ears yesterday aft- 
ernoon, put a new and interesting as- 
pect to the investigation her story 
caused. 

She was arrested by Detective Wag- 
goner at the Cumberland hotel early 
last night. Immediately she conferred 
with her attorney, Charles Hillier, who 
made bond of $200. She was not car- 
ried to police headquarters. Her trial 
will be held in police court this after- 
noon at 2:30 o'clock. 

The police charge that the Barnhart 
woman, who lives at the Cumberland, 
is the procuress whom the Smith girl 
declares installed her in the hotel tv 
Ply her trade, obtaining apartments 
for her and registering her there. 

Negro Bell Boy Arrested. 

Another arrest has been made as a 
result of the Smith girl's story. Lige 
Murry, a negro bell boy in the employ 
of the Cumberland, was carried to 
headquarters by Waggoner and im- 
prisoned on a charge of disorderly con- 
duct. It is alleged he helped in mak- 
ing engagements for the girl. Bond 
has been assessed at $210.75. Unable 
to obtain the amount, he remained In 
prison all night. He wii! also be tried 
this afternoon at 2:30. 

The charge is denied by the negroa, 

who is said to be supported in his de- 
nial by hotel officials.

Half a dozen blows 
were dealt as. the woman shrieked 
hysterically and moved about sv 
rapidly that Thompson could not 
escape or seize her for a few moments, 
Attacks Man With Fist. 

The whip finally broke and,, drop- 
ping it, she attacked him with her 
fists. Neighbors who had previously 
wondered at the strange actions of 
the waiting woman were apparently 
too astonished to interrupt the lash- 
ing she gave the: man. 

Dr. J. C. Wright, a veterinary sur- 
- geon of 1050 Marietta street, finally 
ran to Thompson’s aid and when he 
reached the couple the man was hold- 
ing the woman’s wrist and sne was on 
her knees. 

Exhausted and unstrung, Mrs. Lee 
was taken to a nearby drug store 
and held to await the arrival of pe- 
lice. She declared that Thompson had 
been slandering her and that this was 
the only way in which she could pro- 
tect herself. 

Goes to Chief’s Office. : 

Policemen Cochran and Milam found 
her sitting in the store. She made 
full acknowledgement of her deed and 
agreed to walk with them to the sta- 
tionhouse.

“In My business relations, as well as 
my political thought, I have always 
striven to stay far away from reckless 
charges of bad motives and miscon- 
duct. T feel that the agricultural insti- 
tutions of the state are doing al! they 
can to improve conditions and properly 
educate the rising generation. If 
there inefficiency in these institu- 
tions T believe that it arises out of the 
fact that they are only tn their begin- 
nings, and have not yet had a fair 
chance to develop. Co-operation with 
the schools is what we need. 

What Report Shows. 

“The state treasurer’s report for 
1912 shows that loans increased with 
the state banks $19,000,000, and the de- 
posits fnereased only $356,000. The 
agricultural department has recently 
issued a statement that we are buying 
annually foodstuffs amounting to $37,- 
000,000 in excess of the proceeds of our 
entire farm products.

The bill gives the state veterinarian 
authority to examine cattle and other

Certainly, the capitol is the property of 
the whole people of the state, women as 
well as men. So long as decency and order 
are observed they have a right to petition 
to gather there. 

We are not criticising -he senate. Under 
the stress of circumstances the sincerity 
of its motive is easily understood. And the 
women should not chafe at it, since the 
movement they represent has at every 
point of progress been required, and justly, 
to show cause. 


But now that the senate understands it 4 


is committing itself to no propaggnda, but 
merely authorizing the use of i state's 
property to its citizens, we bélieve it will 
allow these good women the use of the hall.

Mirrors at Road Crossings. 


(From The Scientific American.) 

Mirrors at road crossings for the use of 
warning automobiles are commencing to be 
used in England, it is stated, and the results 
are very good. They are being put in places 
where the crossings are specially dangerous, 
and~ the use of large mirrors allows the 
driver to see the reflection of cars which are 
coming in other directions. The method will 
probably be extended in the future, as it is 
likely to avoid many accidents and will be 
well worth the small cost of putting in. An- 
other use for mirrors is upon heavy power 
wagons, Where the driver can not hear the 
signals of automobiles back of him so as to 
have him take the right hand side of the 
road to allow them to pass, for the-noise of 
the power wagon often prevents the horn 
from being heard. It is proposed to fit the 
power wagons with small mirrors showing 
the back of the road, but were this to be 
made obligatory the mirrors might be im- 
posed upon the usual automobile cars as 
well, and this would give rise to some 
objections from their owners. 


Hot Weather Clothes. 


(From Health.) 

Experimenting on the conductibility of 
different stuffs, M. Kreiger found that dou- 
bling satin, cotton and linen diminished the 
loss of heat only from 3 to 6 per cent, while 
doubling buckskin, flannel and cloth more 
or less thick diminished the loss to 10, 20 
and even 30 per cent. These results show 
clearly that resistance to the passage of 
heat depends less upon the conductibility of 
the fibers than upon the thickness, the 
volume and the texture of the fibers. In 
further evidence he noted the cooling of the 
cylinder covered with wadding. When the 
wadding was strongly compressed, the loss 
of heat was increased to 40 per cent. For 
this reason .a wadded dressing gown and 
a vest of thick ‘flannel are warmer at first 
than after they have beén worn awhile. 
Pressure brings the filaments closer togeth- 
er and renders the material more permeable

REVOLUTION WORKED BY 


FARM BANKS OF EUROPE 


By Harvie Jordan. 

Berlin, Germany, June 23.—-(Special.}—In 
1872 a German, by name Railffeison, con- 
celved the idea of organizing a co-gperative 
System of financial institutions for the aid 
and benefit of the very small landowners 
and tenant farmers. The system Soon grew 
into popularity and has now spread into all 
European countries, increasing rapidly each 
year. The plan is simple but effective. 

The small farmers of a community get 
together and adopt certain by-laws and a 
constitution agreeable to law which makes 
every member jointly Hable for the debts 
of each member. With only the payment of 
& small initiation fee of from 560 cents to $2 
the bank opened. There is no. capital 
Stock in most cases and no dividends are 
ever declared. These small banks receive 
deposits from non-members, but only make 
loans to its members. The first capital Is 
usually secured from depositors, .a portion 
of which may be used for short-time loans to 
the borrowers, each of whom must have one 
or two personal indorsers on the note. These 
small banks federate and create a large cen- 
tral bank, which has connections with the 
State bank of issue, and can in this way se- 
cure all the funds required for the small 
banks. This Raiffeison system of banks 18 
remarkably successful and the most careful 
investigation shows that losses on loans oF 
failure of any of these small banks is unh- 
known. 


is 


For Small Farmers. 

They provide a medium through which 
the tenant farmers and small landowners can 
secure cash funds to operate their business 
and save themselves from the hands of usur- 
ers. These Raiffeison banks have accumulat- 
ed enormous capital in their reserves. Their 
operation is simple and most economic. AS8 
no dividends are ever paid out all the profits 
go to the reserves. The universal rate of 
interest charged is from 4 to 4% per cent 
per annum, while the interest paid on de- 
posits {s from 3% to 4 per cent. The small 
borrower is never pressed for his loan in 
times of depression. If funds are needed by 
the small banks the situation is relieved by 
the large central bank through its connec- 
tion with the state bank of issue. The rate 
of commercial loans is from 6 to 7 per cent 
per annum. 

The commission has found, and will ex- 
plain fully in its detailed report, that the 
farmers of these European countries are not 
only organized fos buying their supplies 
through co-operative societies organized on 
strictly business lines with ample capital, 
but that in many sections they are organ- 
ized to market their farm products upon the 
most modern and satisfactory terms to them- 
selves. Through their great central whole- 
sale distributing stores they order their sup- 
plies, which are shipped out to various vil- 
lages and distributed to the members. 

Bigg Stores. 

These big wholesale stores, the capital of 
which is in many instances furnished jointly 
by the farmers and the government, handle 
everything from a paper of pins to a side of 
meat—dry goods, hardware, furniture, house- 
hold goods and groceries are carried in large 
stocks. All goods are sold at spot cash and 
without a profit, only a small fixed charge 
is made to cover the cost of actual expense 
of operation. In some instances men of 
wealth, endowed with an altruistic spirit, 
will furnish the capital necessary to start 
one of these institutions, which we visited in 
Hungary, charging a nominal interest, not 
exceeding 3 per cent, on the money loaned 
until it is paid back. On the other hand we 
have found societies organized with ample 
capital to create institutions which market 
the collective products of the farms. Some 
of these societies sell their products in the 
local markets, while others export their food 
stuffs, and have absolutely cut out the mid- 
dle man in -his former dealings with the 
individual farmer. The co-operative market- 
ing societies have not as yet become so geén- 
eral the buying societies, but thev are 
growing fast and the profitable results so 
far obtained are acting as an impetus to the 
extension of the system. The land mortgage 
banks and the Raeaiffeison system of banks 
are the underlying foundation of the success 
of these co-operative buying and selling so- 
cieties. 


as 


To Aid Farmer. 

With abundant banking capital at a low 
rate of interest and upon easy terms to 
manage their business the co-operative sys- 
tem of buying and selling has naturally fol- 
lowed. Not only this, but the governments 
of these old countries, whether for political 
expediency to hold in check the growing 
tendency to socialism and unrest among the 
farmers under old systems, or whether for the 
high and noble purpose of aiding the indus- 
try of agriculture, are doing all in their 
power through financial aid to encourage 
and promote the success of the rural popula- 
tion. The agrarian strength in these coun- 
tries is fast becoming a power which the 
governments are forced to reckon with. We 
found in Hungary that a large majority of 
parliament was composed of landowners and 
farmers. 

As a result of these organized movements 
among the farmers to better their condition, 
it is not hard to note the improved methods 
of agriculture. The farm lands are each 
year hecoming more productive and with 
consequent increased yields per acre. The 


homes of the farmers, whether in villages 
or more isolated, are neat and attractive. 
The houses are well built and painted. The 
yards are clean and Kept in attractive order. 
Not a foot of waste land can be found on 
a farm in cultivation. The live stock dre 
all well bred, in fine order and show the 
effects of the most careful attention. The 
barns are as well built as the dwellings and 
in most cases from two to three times as 
large. 
Good Citizens. 

Enormous amounts of barnyard manure 
are carefully saved and spread on the land. 
Everything that is worth doing is well dane. 
The farmers stay at their homes and work. 
There is never any loitering about town. 
The man who is not morally a good citizen, 
pays his debts and improves his farm, cannot 
remain a member of a co-operative bank or 
society for buying and selling. The finest 
roadways in the world penetrate the rural 
sections of these old countries... They are 
level, smooth and hard. A row of beautiful 
shade trees“line both sides of these road- 
ways and it is always a distinct pleasure 
to travel over them. Their economic value 
is found in the trémendaus tonnage which an 
animal can draw on them and the speed with 
which travel can be made. The waste lands 
are being reclaimed by a system of forestry 
which is being carried on upon the most 
modern scientific: principles. Hundreds of 
thousands of acres have been planted in 
spruce and ordinary pine and various ‘vart- 
éties of hardwood. When any part of: the 
timber has been cut, every particle of! the 
trees and brush is carefully removed, and the 
land replanted to young trees without delay. 
In Germany especially the business of for- 
estry has boen must dighiy developed. Every 
tree cut for any purpose economically 
utilized to the last twig. The limbs and 
twigs are bound into bundles for fuel and 
the body of the tree is used for commercial 
purposes. There can be no question that the 
farmers of Europe in many respects are far 
in advance of those of the United States. 

Intensive Farming. 

The larger yield of products per acre is 
primarily due to the extreme intensive sys- 
tem of culture by European farmers—the 
scientific rotation of crops, deep plowing and 
high fertilization, through the use of barn- 
yard manure and chemical fertilizers. The 
intensive system of culture is due to a econ- 
gested population, cheap labor and high 
priced lands. Extensive culture in the United 
States will continue so long as we have mod- 
erately cheap lands, high priced labor and a 
limited rural population. Every man who 
cultivates land under the latter conditions 
will farm a8 many acres-‘as possible with the 
labor employed because the returns ordi- 
marily will be larger. 

In order to lay the foundation for a 
proper system of farm finance in the United 
States, the commission wil] doubtless recom- 
mend in its report the prompt passage of 
state laws creating the Torrens system of 
land titles or some similar method of per- 
fecting land titles by the states. Laws giv- 
ing to landowners the right of exemption of 
homestead in those states. where this right 
is denied will also have to be passed. This 
condition does not exist in Georgia, but it 
does in Texas, Indiana and many other states 
of the union. The organization of land mort- 
gage banks, and the right to issue bonds 
or debentures against mortgage loans should 
be created under the passage of wise and 
stringent state laws. The right of national 
banks to loan a certain percentage of their 
surplus or reserves on land mortgages should 
also be granted by congress. 

New Banking System. 

It is not only unsafe, but practically im- 
possible for an ordinary commercial bank 
receiving short time deposits or carrying 
current accounts with its depositors to en- 
gage in the handling of long time farm loans 
under any kind of system. It is not done 
in any part of the world. Hence, there will 
be necessity for a new system of banks to 
handle this businéss, and in order to make 
it safe for investors who will be asked to 
purchase the bonds at low interest rates, the 
most stringent laws ‘should be enacted to 
guarantee wise and safe managemént. A 
land mortgage bank should not receive de- 
posits or transact commercial business. 

It should be organized for a specific pur- 
pose and the money invested in farm loans 
should be based upon a period of long time, 
not less than 10, 20 or 30 years, and strictiy 
upon the amortization plan. ~ 

With a system of land mortgage and 
Raiffeison banks established under se#fe laws 
to meet the needs of large and small land- 
owners and tenants, an active campaign 
could then be pushed to organize and per- 
fect co-operative buying and selling societies 
among the farmers which would prove suc- 
cessful in the highest and most profitable 
degree. 

The members of the commission have 
worked hard and faithfully to obtain valu- 
able data upon these important matters 
which will be fully presented to the Amer- 
ican farmers within the next few months. 
That far-reaching results will obtain bene- 
ficially to American agriculture from- the 
present extensive investigation into the vari- 
ous phases of European rural life, I have no 
hesitation in predicting.

T0 PAY CLERK'S SALARY 


Representative Smith Will Make 
Another Effort to Secure 
House for Suffragists. 


One bill—the second to be passed 
by this session of the legislature—was 
passed by the house Monday morning. 
This bill was to provide an appropria- 
tlon to pay the salary of the clerk in 
the department of the insurance com- 


| missioner, which office was created by 


act of the last legislature, but which 
overlooked the matter of an appropria- 
tion to pay his salary. 

No other matter directly affecting 
legislation was taken up by the house 
at its Wednesday morning session, al- 


| though there were several matters of 


general interest. 
The house, as did also 
accepted an invitation to 


the senate, 
visit the 


}city of Augusta, July 16, and inspect 


the state medical college there. This 
invitation was extended by the Rich- 
mond delegation, Messrs. Garlington, 
Olive and Picquet, and was accepted 
by the house upon motion of Repre- 
sentative Brinson, of Jenkins. 

Tour of Inspection. 

The tour of inspection to Augusta 
will be considered a mission of pub- 
lic duty by the legislature, inasmuch 
as it will be to inspect a state institu- 
tion and repoert upon it, and July 16 
will, therefore, be counted as a legis- 
lative day, although there was a mo- 
tion introduced that the day be counted 
dies non. 

The program of the day will consist 
of leaving Atlanta upon a special train 
about 7 o’clock in the morning, and 
inspecting the college immediately 
upon arrivalin Augusta. The legislature 
will then be entertained by the city of 
Augusta at a barbecue, and the legis- 
lature will leave for Atlanta in the 
afternoon. . 

In the special delegation from Anu- 
gusta, which brought the invitation, 
were Judge Enoch Callaway, C E. 
Dunbar, a former representative; Dan- 
fel G. Fogarty, Dr. Henry Michael and 
W. S. Morris, a former senator, all ‘of 
Augusta. 

Upon motion of Representative Mil- 
ler, of Bibb, the house agreed to invite 
Senator Hoke Smith to address it dur- 
ing his stay in Atlanta. 

The senate notified the house that it 
had carried the resolution to invite 
Herbert Myrik, of Illinois, to address 
a joint session at noon July 16. 

Smith Favors Suffragists. 

Representative Smith, of Fulton 
county, introduced a resolution In the 
house requesting the use of the house 
chamber for the annual convention of 
the Georgia Woman’s Suffrage associa- 
tion on next Wednesday and Thursday 
nights. The bill, however,:did not pass 
the house as had been expected, but 
was not acted upon. It is understood. 
that Representative Smith will make 
another effort Tuesday to gain the 
house for the suffragists. 

New County Metter. 

Representative Fullbright, of Burke, 
who introduced the resolution which 
resulted in the unseating of the rep- 
resentatives from Bleckley and Wheel- 
er counties, Wednesday morning in- 
troduced another resolution on new 
counties, to the effect that this session 
of the legislature do not consider the 
matter of creating any new counties, 
but let the question be held in abey- 
ance until next legislature.
